The history of this Monteith is particularly complete. 
From the inscription on the base (see illustration), it 
will be seen that it was made out of the old Great Seal 
of Ireland, and the Seal of the Common Pleas, which 
were melted by order of Sir Richard Cox, Bart. (1650- 
1733), Lord Chancellor of Ireland, 1703-7, whose 
Arms are engraved on one side of the Bowl. In his 
autobiography is the following :—

“On Saturday, 4th December, 1703, the Lord Mayor, 
“ Recorder, Alderman, and Sheriffs of Dublin, came to my

“ New Seales being sent over, the old great Seale and 
“the Seale of the Common Pleas belonged to me, the 
‘former being 100, and the latter 26 ounces of plate, 
““T made both into a handsome Monteth, with the Duke of 
““ Ormond’sarmes on one side, and my own onthe other. ,”’ 


James the Great (2nd) Duke of Ormonde ( 1665-1745), 
whose Arms, impaling those of his second wife, Lady 
Mary Somerset, daughter of Henry, Ist Duke of Beau- 
fort, are also engraved on the Monteith, was Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland from September 1703 to June, 
1705, and again from 1710-1711 and in 1713. Among 
many other activities, he fought at the Battle of the 
Boyne, secured Dublin and took Kilkenny Castle, 
July, 1692; a great supporter of William of Orange, 
he was Lord High Constable at the Coronation in 1689 
and was present at William’s death bed in March, 1702. 


The Monteith passed from Sir Richard Cox to his son, 
Michael Cox of Castletown, County Kilkenny. Thence 
to his grandson, Richard, and to his great-grandson, 
Michael, who left three children—two sons who died 
unmarried, and one daughter—Catherine, who in 
1833 married William Villiers Stuart, grandfather of 
the present owner. 


Thomas Boulton, who made the Monteith, was one 
of the most famous of all Irish silversmiths : examples 
of his work are to be found at Trinity College, Dublin 
(including the University Mace), at Dromore Cathe- 
dral and St. Mary’s, Dublin. He also produced the 
magnificent Cup, formerly in the Carbery and Panter 
Collections, which, at the dispersal of the latter, 
appeared at Sotheby’s on July 18th, 1929. Mon- 
teiths made in Ireland are rare; the present example 
is in excellent condition and has very good marks.
